the lowest since 1954. Even so, the 
figures on Canada’s world ‘trading 
accounts which have just been re- 
leased make disturbing reading. 

Last year Canada earned a sur- 
plus of more- than $1.2 billions in 
dealings with overseas countries, Al- 
most half of that surplus was earned 
in Britain and about a quarter of 
it came from wheat sales to Soviet 
Russia. At the same time Canadian 
payments to the United States ex- 
ceeded earnings in that country by 
almost $1.66 billions, resulting in a 
deficit in current account payments 
of about $440 millions. 

With nearly three-quarters of 
Canada’s overseas earnings arising 
from dealings with Britain and Rus- 


tors — stimulation of-consumer-de-__sia—two areas in which it is unlike- 


mand, for instance — as a means 
of sustaining Cahada’s economic 
growth. 

This is a rather doubtful out- 


- look, despite the calm and sober 


language in which it is stated, since 
the Canadian economy is simply not 
tuned to sustain growth through 
internal consumption. ,Our popula- 
tion is not large enough and our pro- 
duction has not the diversity of 
goods which we. demand to make 
this kind of operation practicable. 
Canadians must sell their products 
abroad, and in ever-increasing vol- 
ume, or the country will face stag- 
nation. i 

Mr. Rasminsky noted in his re- 
port that even excluding the excep- 
tional grain sales to the Soviet Union 
the Canadian balance of payments 
deficit ‘on current account has not 
followed its historical tendency to 
expand during periods of rapid 
growth. This is technically correct 
and, in fact, last year’s deficit was 


ly.that last year’s experience will 
be repeated—it is not difficult to 
predict trouble for our balance of 
payments. Couple this with the fact 
that our deficit in dealings with the 
United States shows every sign of 
continuing to increase at a rapid 
rate due to the demand for Ameri- 
can capital and consumer goods, and 
the outlook is even more uncertain. 

Mr. Rasminsky’s statement that 
Canada’s payments deficit has -not 
shown its historical tendency to 
_expand during a growth period may, 
thus, be somewhat misleading. In 
total the deficit was lower last year 
but in dealings with the United 
States, Canada’s most important 
single international business part- 
ner, it was up 37 per cent from the 
previous year. This would seem to 
indicate not a reversal of the his- 
toric trend but rather the masking 
of the trend by exceptional, and not 
likely to be repeated, dealings with 
several other countries.

EDMONTON (CP)—The Alberta government 
served notice Wednesday that it will fight any 
attempt to set up a compulsory national health in- 
surance plan in Canada. 

Health Minister Dr. J. Donovan Ross said if 
the federal government ‘insists on a compulsory 
national plan, Alberta wants to stay out. 

“We would not be prepared to depart from a 
voluntary program,” he said. Alberta has a volu- 
tary medical care insurance plari. 

Dr. Ross’ said the government believes any 
medical plan should be voluntary also, because the 
experience of other nations has shown that govern- 
ment can't afford compulsory health schemes.
